TELECOMMUNICATIONS 


I for one think that CUGOS BBS 
"Digital Dimensions" is perhaps the 
best board around town, or in the 
area for that matter!!! 

It is easy to move around in, it 
_is colorful & informative. There are 
a ton of games, utilities & help 
files online at your 24 hour 
disposal. 

Thanks to the tireless efforts 
of SYSOP: LARRY FETTERS, & helpers 
CUGOS now has the perfect "meeting 
place", DIGITAL DIMENSIONS (417-866- 
3979), post conversations or 
messages to one or all, and do it 
from the comfort of your own home! 
Don’t worry about what time it is or 
how your dressed, its there ready 
for your use 24 hours a day, 7 days 
a week. You don’t even have to be a 
computer wizard to logon the board 
(you do have to have a modem & know 
how to turn the computer on 
however...teehee) 

There are several SUBBOARDS 
that offer a lot of information. My 
favorite ones are: 

"’puter problems"-where you can 
post a plea for help when something 
doesn’t seem to be operating quite 
right (or not at all) 

"for sale"-is a place to post 
that piece of equipment or program 
that you j'ust had to have & haven’t 
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"other dimensions''-where you 
would post messages for the other 
functions of the club. 

The UPLOAD/DOWNLOAD section is 
the best part of the system, it lets 
you choose from several different 
drives, so you can find that"just 
right"section to upload / download 
the program that you happen to be in 
the mood for at the time. A note 
about UPLOADS, Please post a message 
in the subboard section, that 
describes your little gem of a 
program, list the name & what it 
does. Please don’t UPLOAD commercial 
programs or programs that you know 
to be faulty, if you are having 
problems running either of the 
above, by all means post a message 
in the appropriate section there 
could be someone else that has had 
the same problem? 

I could go on & on about the 
board but I promised I wouldn’t get 
long winded (? what me..carry on & 
on about something??) 

Call the board!! its easy, its 
entertaining & its cheap!!!! 

If you have problems getting on 
the board check: The MODEM make sure 
it is hooked to the phone line & 
seated in the computer firmly: Make 
sure all of the EXTENSION PHONES, on 
the same line are on the hook: LINE 
NOISE would be the most common 
problem, if it is taking forever to 
connect to the board. If you have an 
extension phone (NOTE: cordless 
phones operate with radio waves, if 
you have one real close to the 
computer or any high energy 
electronics, it could interfere with 
the sound quality of one or both 
pieces of equipment, usually when 
"transmitting"). So listen on a 
corded phone while the computer is 
trying to connect (caution: if you 
make any noise while on the 
extension, the program will react, 
as it should to unusually high line 
noise and abort the connect 
attempt). If you still can’t connect 
to the board try another board . The 
host computer maybe offline. If 
nothing seems to work: RELOAD your 
terminal program, (who says we live 
in a perfect world?) I have on 
occasion, had to reload the program. 


is the only reason that I’m 
mentioning it now. I’m not saying, 
that was the problem, I’m just 
saying, as a last resort it seemed 
to wor k. 

This is just a little article 
on my views of CUGOS BBS. 

I hope that someone else may 
find them helpful.

Claus, and its name is Kverter , 
but let me first mention even 
easier methods. Before you try 
any conversion, try printing the 
Koala as it stands. Many that look 
awful on screen, print out 
excellent This is most pronounced 
in Video-Byte captures which 
are produced in shades of gray. If 
this doesn’t work, try "Strip Gray”. 
Load your Koala into FGM using 
a filename such as "?pic a 
filename*”; go to the creator 
screen and press <SHIFT> 
<CTRL> A <G>. When the box 
appears, press <Y>es. Results 
should be fast and dramatic. If 
the results are not to your liking, 
try moving it over one Pixel or 
reversing the screen and try again. 
If still not what you want , . . . 
enter Kverter. 

verier is an "Oldie, but Goodie!”. 
What it does is take each color 
one-by-one and substitute a 
pattern of your choice. Eight 
patterns are available. (If this isn’t 
enough, you may have to revert 
to a commercial program such as 
"Photo Finish") To use it, 
LOAD and RUN Kverter, then 
place your Koala disk in when 


told and select your screen. Your 
pic will be displayed with a menu 
box on the bottom. Select <A> 
Black first and when your blank 
screen appears, Select <A> Solid 
and the screen will automatically 
dither all the black pixels onto 
your work screen. <Retum> will 
bring you back to your color 
picture. If you want more detail, 
choose another color and select a 
pattern for it to dither onto your 
work screen. If you don’t like the 
results, select another pattern, or 
<B> Clear, and continue. When 
the BAW work screen is to your 
liking, you are almost finished. 

pressing <fl> will allow you to 
save your work, or if you have a 
Reset Switch on your computer, 
simply reset and load FGM. Your 
picture will be on at least one of 
the three FGM screens, ready to 
add text or save as an 8-bit 
masterpiece. Easy, wasn’t it 

Kverter has other distinct uses 
also. If you wish to make greeting 
cards in color, using the 4-pass 
method, just follow these easy' 
directions for making your master 
screens. First make a Black 
master, as described above. Next 
use Kverter to make a master 
using the solid or checked 
patterns for yellow, green and 
orange colors only. This is your 
Yellow master. Do the same thing 
using Blue, Green and Purple 
colors to make a Blue Master, and 
Red, Orange, and Purple for the 
Red Master. Place the proper 
color ribbon in your printer for 


each master, line up you paper, 
and print Special colors such as 
Gold and Silver would of course 
require a master screen of their 
own. The FunGraphics Machine is 
still the best method to print out 
the 4-color orocess screens!
